Three terms of suhool during the year. Teacher of the sum- 
mer term, Etta H. Morrison; length of term, eight weeks: Upon » 
my first visit to this school the general appearance was fair, but - 
owing to lack of government and want of punctuality on the © 
teacher’s part this school was not a suecess, and my last examina- © 
tion showed that very little hard work had been done. Register .

Fall term was taught by Miss Clara M. Hayes; length of — 


term, nine weeks. AsI said in my last report, Miss Hayes is °

trict school. The order was of the best and the instruction thor-— 
ough. The advancement made in the several classes was suffi- 
cient evidence that the scholars had been deeply intenenegy in their — 
studies.

Teacher of the winter term, Miss Edith N. Bartle e length 
of term, seven weeks. Miss Bartlett labored earnestly and faith- ~~ 
fully for the advancement of the school, and insisted on having 
good order which I deem necessary in any schooi.

Two terms of school during the year under the continuous 
charge of M. Jennie Wood; length of Summer term, ten weeks. 
A good scholar, systematic and thorough in her instruction, thor- 
oughly understanding her duty and hesitating not to meet it. The 
interest of the scholars in the school was manifest, and the teacher 
thought them worthy of her whole attention. The reading classes 
made good improvement and the blackboard exercises were 
second to none in town. 

Length of Fall term, eight weeks, and a more beneficial term 
could not be expected or even desired. The school was quiet, 
the exercises systematic. ‘The examination at the end of ‘the 
term showed that the scholars had greatly improved in recitations 
and deportment. ‘The close attention, prompt and correct an- 
swers, showed how ready the little ones had been to receive 
knowledge, and what pains the teacher had taken to impart it. 
Miss Wood possesses a superior education and a happy faculty of 
imparting her knowledge to others. This term continued four 
weeks by subscription, which is a better recommend than any I 
meee give her. |
